150 KHz HEARING AID SYSTEM 
Howle Zeidler WOWMC is an engineer at SRI who reads 


our bulletin and he reports success with converting about 
15 AM BC radios to 150 KHz, to be used in a hearing aid 
system that he installed at his church a few years ago. 
There is a need now for some new units, so he set out to 
convert some RCA $5.95 radios by padding down the local 
oscillator and RF coils with plenty of additional capaci-= 
tanne. He reports that this methad worked better than his 
previous one, wherein he added inductance by winding addi 
tional turns on the coils as well. Apparently the higher 
C to L ratio makes the radios more stable and the L.0. 
Keeps oscillating down to lower battery voltages, batteries 
can be used longer, and the radios are less noisy, probably 
due to higher Q. Howie also had to tume the IF cans 
higher, up to 480 KHZ, to avoid the 3-rd harmonics of 150 
getting into the IF stages. The transmitter, of this 
"hearing aid" system, whiah’ is modulaten by the pastors 
voice over the P.A., I suppose), drives a two-coil anten- 
built into the floor of the church. Howie says he removed 
the speakers from the receiver's so people wouldn't cause 
interference with feedback if they accidentally pull out 
their earphone plugs, 


Iz any of you see a need for a hearing aid system in 
your church, you may possibly benefit from Howie's exper- 
ience with his system.

COLOR TV CAMERA PROJECT 

The phase lock loop video subcarrier decoder I des= 
cribed last month was improved on this month, by adding 
gain ahead and after it with transistor stages, and putting 
one tuned cirzuit ahead of it did help. But the picture 
decoded from the subcarrier (caused by an optical filter 
consisting of dlack and clear stripes for testing) was too 
snowy. This was caused by too much noise in the video spe- 
etrum of the camera around the 2 MHz region of the sub- 
carrier. The source of the noise was eventually pinned 
down to the front end of the video ampjifier, which is a 
6BK7 tube, commonly used in VHF front ends of TV sets. 
Now, the 6BK7 was a good tube in its time, but let's face 
it, fellas, we are in the solid state era now, and 50¢ 
FET’s can do better than it can. So I ripped out the 
6BK7 and hay-wired in a couple of MPF102"s in cascode. Lo 
and behold = lower noise, but less gain. Out went the 
MPF 102's and b ack to another drawn out research project.
